1 . According to paper filed on July 24, 2009, the applicants have canceled claims 22-51 
and furthermore, have added new claims 52-80. The applicants have also submitted a 
new abstract. 

2. Claims 52-80 are now pending in the application.

In claim 76, line 2, after 1 00 mg/kg/d of, delete — compound of formula (I) — - and 
insert — canthin-6-one — in order to have proper antecedent basis. 

4. Claims 52-80, renumbered as claims 1-29, are allowed since the applicants have 
amended claims to overcome all rejections.
